.the Vienna foreign "office towards Italy.

;ment ranged, Kself, in all European ques-

and did not even de%n to pest her allies 
for her Intention regarding1 Tripoli. These 
papers declare that the position of Count 
Arenthal is shaken, and that the question 
lof his successor is even being discussed. 
} In consequence of an article In the Ber- 
3iner Tagcblatt, in which the enunciation 
of the Triple Alliance is recommended, re- 
porta have gained ground that In leading 
Quarters in Vienna and Berlin a dissolu- 
ition of the alliance, so far as Italy Is

She quickly made 
herself popular in; society In .-the provin- 
cial town, and was a particular favorite

of" the garrison. :: In 


April last she was. denounced as a spy 
by her sweetheart, a German .lieutenant, 
who had purposely ingratiated himself in 
her affections with the' object of worm- 
ing out her secrets. 


She was- thereupon charged -with at- 


tempting to secure mobilization plans of 
the German army corps for the purpose 
of transmitting the 'information to the 
French :"War Office. 


After being kept four months in prison 
she was brought before- the' Supreme 
Court who heard the•; ease behind closed 
doors. In delivering sentence, the court 
said it had been proved that the accused 
was not a French, spy, but a respectable 
teacher of languages, with, the .best/cre- 
dentials and her arrest as a spy was the 
outcome of a misunderstanding.. Nev- 
ertheless she must -be sentenced under 
paragraph 49-a.of the Imperial code be- 
cause she once declared herself ready to 
undertake espionage, . although this dec- 
laration was not made seriously. 
The -sentence of six months includes 
four months already- spent in prison.

ELECTRICITY'USED 


TO FORCE PLANTS 


(Special' t<} THE/TRIBUNE by Interna- 
tional News Service.) 


LONDON, Nov. 4.—The first systematic 


attempt .at electrically-stimulated hor- 
ticulture is to take place in Essex at the 
Highfield Nurseries, where a current -with 
a voltage.of 600,000 -will be sent through 
SOO feet of greenhouses. 


The productiveness of the plants under 
these conditions- is expected to be,;greatly 
increased, as previous experiments! on a 
smaller scale have prpved'that electrically, 
stimulated-plants bear from 20 to 30 per 
cent more fruit. 


The current has the effect, of, stimulat- 


ing the quantity of nitrogen in thii air. 
;N(trogen Is a valuable stimulant to plant 
life. 


Although peas and cabbages-are not af- 
fected by the current, It has a powerful 
effect on strawberries, which grow .to per- 
fection nearly a month sdoiier than nor- 
mally, arid bear about 40 per cent -cnore 
fruit. 


Many other plants benefit, to an almost 


equal degree. Tomatoes do 20 per cent 
better and cucumbers 17 per; cent better, 
while barley straw grows to a much great- 
,er length. 


The $00,00 volts required are generated 


by an ingenious machine consisting of 
six revolving plates of glass acted on by 
brushes. 
So simple Is tlie contrivance 
that the running expenses are only< 75 
cents a week.

disaster will be fall him, while • If the 
wearer to be a woman fortune will shine 
upon her for the rest of her days. -- 
So . strong is the belief in .tills legend 
that when it was announced that the late 
King Edward intended to have the gem 
set in his crown many leading Indians 
petitioned his majesty to giye up the 
idea,

The result was that the Kohlnoor in- 
stead of appearing in^ the king's crown 
was mounted in Queen Alexandra's dia- 
dem. ' It "has now been transferred to 
the crown of Queen "Mary, and before 
the close' of. the year this historic gem 
will be seen once more in the land from 
whence it cama. 


GREAT DIAMOND LOTUS. 


Another notable jewel to be worn by 
Queen Mary at Delhi is'a large diamond 
lotus, which Is now being mounted. This 
will be-worn at the enthronement, as 
will the magnificent necklace. which was 
one of India's presents to her majesty 
when, as Princess of Wales, she made 
her memorable" visit to the east. 
The 
necklace is formed of graduated^ pearls, 
all differing in color. The central stone 
Is an immense grav pearl of matchless 
beauty and size, and among-the others 
are perfect specimens of the 
mauve, 
bronze, pink, black, and yellow pearl. 
Many of the cloth of gold dresses be- 
ing made for the queen will have in their 
composition needlework specially made in 
Delhi during the present year.- 
Following her majesty's example, most 
of the ladies who will attend the Delhi 
pageant havo chosen for their dresses 
gold cloth and tinsel 
woven -'brocades.

Monis had to continue the Brland pro- 
gram, whether he wished. to draw a 
sword against Home or not. 


In r the same way M. Caillaux has to 


bend to the popular will. The danger for 
him lurks in the fact tliat the government 
Is pledged-to territorial concession and 
cannot honorably withdraw. 
The action 


of the Radicals In denouncing any ar- 
rangement giving the Germans access to 
the Belgian State is a source of embar- 
rassment. There are many wiio consider 
that the Caillaux administration is not 
lor.g for this world., One may hope it is 
not true, even if we were to have the 
brilliant M. Clemcneeau back in office, 
as is likely enough, In the event of a 
change. 


Any government reverse that brought 
about the retirement of M. Delcasse would 
be a calamity.

When people .'are 


hungry they want food just the same 
now as they did fifty years ago,; They 
eat just "the same things as they did 
then, and they like them -cooked Just 
the same way. People are steady in 
their tastes. 
What> was good 
fifty 


years ago is good now." 


"But there has been; a lot of agita- 


tion "against meat eating. Doesn't the 
public eat less meat than it did?" 


"Yes, T think that's, so. We used to 


have a fifty-pound roast for dinner 
every day, but we don't need so much 
now for the same number'of .people 
as we did. The old American .plan 
made people eat more meat. It was 
all on the bill of fare,, and they .would 
order.

•New York Savings Banks Have Many "Dormant Ac- 


c©unts" on Their Books 


NEW YORK, Nov. 5.—More than. 


?1.000,000 Is held In the savings banks 
of Now York in what banKing people 
call "dormant accounts"—that Is, ac- 
counts to which nothing has been 
ridded and 
from which nothing 
, has 


been withdrawn for many years. But 
the depositor in each case is liable 
lo appear any day and demand It. 


In fact, since the beginning of the 


year five accounts in the Emigrants' 
-Savings Bank alone, which had been 
untouched 
lor from twenty-five to 


thirty years, suddenly became "ac- 
tive." through the owners, who had 
not been seen nor heard from in that 
long perloci, appearing at the bank. 


Money at. 4 per cent compound in-1* 


terest, doub/.es itself in about eighteen 
years, and, ns 4 per cent is the av- 
erage, it will bo seen that the "un- 
claimed" money or dormant accounts, 
•unless checked, would pile up enor- 
mously in the. course of time and be- 
come such a burden that the banks 
might collapse under It. Accordingly, 
the legislature limited the period dur- 
ing- which interest must be paid on 
dormant accounts. At first the limit 
was fixed at twenty years, but later 
was extended to twenty-two years. , 


ORTGIX OT1 THE ACCOUNTS. 


Most of these sleeping accounts 


were originally sums of only $5 or 
$10, fag ends of accounts which once 
were active. The owners perhaps had 
left these small balances simply to 
keep -their accounts open and finally 
perhaps forgot all about "them. 


But many of the accounts represent 


money deposited by some emigrant 
tvho later probably went west or to 
some other section of the new coun- 
try, and, unable to write, had never 
again got in communication with the 
bank. 
Several of the deposits were made 


by men for the benefit of some child 
or other person, while a number of 
others represent the savings of sea- 
faring men who had sailed away and 
for some, reason never returned. , 


Year after year efforts have been 


made in Albany to cause the passage 
jot some measure providing that after 
'o. certain lapse of time the 
funds 


l_ should revert to the state. The pro- 


moters oC such legislation, the bank- 
[erp assert, want to see the money so 
.disposed that they could trump up 
.claims to It. 
'SEEK TO CLOSE DEAD ACCOTTJfTS. 


Banks do not want dormant ac- 


counts. 
Most of them, employ, clerks 


or agents to hunt up the owners or 
heirs. 
Often when the owner has

curtly told by him that he knew all 
sibout the account and he didn't thank 
the bank for troubling about it. ' 


"We tisitally," said one of these 


searchers, "look up the depositor in 
:he old directories and go to the house 
where he resided at that time. If he

If he has moved out of town we locate, 
as nearly as possible, the section Into 
which he moved, and then we adver- 
tise for him. or. his heirs. : Sooner or 
later we find some . one who has. a 
claim to .the'money.

UNIFORM DIVORCE LAWS 


NATION QUITE INTERESTED 


-•WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—"With a vtew 
to abolishing the abuses that arise from 
the wide difference In the laws govern- \ 
ing marriage and divorce throughout the 
states. Representative George "W. Norrl3i 
of Nebraska will introduce, aa soon as 
Congress convenes this fall, a bill as sub- 
stitute 'for the measure which, he intro- 
duced, and Tvhich failed to pass, because 
of more important legislation at the last 
session.. 


Norrls believes that the time has ar- 
rived when effective measures must be 
taken, tinder federal auspices, to enlist 
the co-operation of the states in the- ef- 
fort to obliterate the "twilight zone" 
between federal and state powers. 
He 


wishes to see Congrress initiate a .move- 
ment, which will Induce the different 
states to do that which is without the 
provinces of that, national government. 
Representative Norris' :plan is to have 
Congress put the matter directly up to 
the states, and request tliem to do the 
work which It cannot do. 
The resolu- 


tion Introduced by Mr. Norris at the last 
session was referred to the House ju- 
diciary committee for consideration". An 
executive session was held and Repre- 
sentative, "Webb of North' Carolina, was 
appointed a sub-comtntttee to confer 
upon the subject and report back to the 
full committee. - This .was as far-as the 
bill went as Congress adjourned within 
the next few days. . ' 


Representative Norrls has given con- 


siderable time and thought to the di- 
vorce evil, and the bill which he intends 
to introduce at the next session will be 
wider in its scope. 


WOULD BE UNCONSTITUTIONAL. 
While" It Is generally "conceded that it 


IB desirable to have a uniform divorce 
law, such a law 
passed 
by Congress 


would 
be - unconstitutional. 
The state 


legislatures have requested Congress to 
pass laws, but this Is about the flrst 
case where. Congress has been asked to 
Invite the legislatures to act on the sub- 
ject. . It will be proposed In the,-Norris 
resolution that President Taft request 
the governors of the states to ^send rep- 
resentatives to a congress of delegates 
to be held in "Washington to formulate 
a uniform law of marriage and divorce 
and submit this to the legislatures. It 
Is proposed that each state be entitled 
to two delegates, and each delegate shall 
be allowed his actual expenses in going 
to, attending and returning1 from tho ses- 
sion.. 
The 
congress 
shall 
report 
Us 


recommendations to the-' President, who 
Shalt,, forward the same to the states, 
with the request to each governor that 
he lay the recommendations before the 
legislature. 


Two hundred, thousand dollars Is to 
be appropriated by Congress .'to defray 
the expenses of the delegation, and if 
more Is necessary additional approprla- 
tions are to be made. By paying- the 
way of the delegates. It is believed, the 
attendance of good men, such as judges 
and attorney 
generals 
and others of 


ability s.nd standing will be assured. • 
Representative Norris declares that at 


this time there is -widespread interest 
in behalf of marriage and divorce laws 
calculated to better conserve the family 
•and promote public morals.

man is legally married In one _state, and 
legally single In another; when he may 
marry on one side of state line, while 
on the other he would be a bigamist for 


doing1 the same thing; when divorce can 
be secured on tho flimsiest pretext in on*. 
state, while in another only statutory 
grounds will be considered, and we ob* 
serve tho ' complicating results, of thesfc 
conditions all around us, It Is plain that 
something- is wrong," declares Repre- 
sentative Norris.

End in 1912 


LITTLE HOCK, Ark., Nov. 4.—Elijah. 


Skaggs, who calls'himself Elijah H, IB'a 
long, .angular farmer from Yell county 
who for several months posed as a re- 
ligious fanatic. 
x 


He was released from the Arkansas 


penitentiary October 30, 1909, since when 
he has not manifested himself to his fol- 
lowers In this state, having announced 
when he left tho prison gates the next 
time he looked upon Arkansas it "would 
be through a telescope from glory." Now 
comes the first news from him In a let- 
ter written at Buffalo, N. T., in which 
he declares he is the Great Jehovah and 
"Aviir glorify the people of Arkansas in 
1912." 
He prophesies the end of the 
woria will come ne'xt year, and that ho 
will tako all the faithful unto himself. 
He calls himself 
by various celestial 


titles, such as "Elijah, the prophet and 
king of the Gentiles." 


He makes the following predictions: 
"I shall be lord and master of all, bat 
the world has hated my flesh, so I will 
pay them all off in 1912, which is the 
end of all flesh. 
But the tlmo and the 


season of 1912 I will tell no man, be- 
cause it Is not lawful for mail to know 
the day and the hour." 


GETS A BIG FOLLOWING. 


Skaggs came near the gallows three 


year,s ago because of his religious fervor. 
He had a following. 
Resurrection after 
three days, he said, would demonstrate 
his divinity, and consummate his plans 
.for the salvation of the faithful. 
So It 


;was a plan was laid at Fort Smith, where 
•he was preaching,- to bring about his 
death in a way that would leave no stain 


upon his moral character.

Picture a room 150 feet deep by fifty 


feet wiae, arranged with seats similar 
to those In a theater, seats and aisles 
filled with eager men representing near- 
ly every nation, shouting almost unintel- 
ligible 
sentences 
at tho top of their 


voices, and you have a conception of a 
New York fruit auction. 


A man on a high stand, coatless, col- 
larless, usually with perspiration run- 
ning down his face In rivulets, trying to 
bring some semblance of order out of 
the confusion, completes the .picture. It 
is In such a room ana under these con- 
ditions that the vast quantities of Cali- 
fornia fruit that roll into New York ev- 
ery day of the year are disposed of. ' 


This public, auction is held on pier 20 


on lower West street. Here are gath- 
ered all classes 
and kinds, from the 


small buyer, who ekes out a livelihood 
from his pushcart ana buys one or two 
boxes at a time, to the big jobber who 
buys as rcany carloads at a time as the 
other does boxes. 
It is a. "democratic 
gathering, too. 


.During the California deciduous sea- 


son, which is chiefly in July, August and 
September, during which months the ma- 
jority of the 
pears,, peaches, grapes, 


cherries and shims are received, these 
sales start promptly at 9 a. m. and usu- 
nally keep up without intermission until 
3 or 4 o'clock In the afternoon and often 
later. .During this time from sixty to 
seventy1-flve cars, each averaging 750 or 
more boxes of gruit, are sold 'dally. The 
work is so strenuous that often five or 
six auctioneers, working at 
different 


times, 
are necessary to complete the 
task. 


Ail the. fruit coming fo New York ar- 


rives, in Jersey City, .".he cars are load- 
ed on floats, which hold twelve cars each, 
and are landed :at pter 20, North river, 
at the foot of Duane street. The cars 
are unloaded at night, and sample boxes 
of fruit are arra.-iged ready for the In- 
spection of the buyers early in the morn* 
ing. 
The display is in conformity with'' 
a catalogue, which shows the car nun> 
ber, 
point of shicment. variety of fruit 


and- the name of the grower, as well aa 
the quantity of each particular variety. 


Th^e fruit begins to arrive at. tho pier 


at 10 o'clock at night, and it takes .1 
small army of stevedores to unload and • 
sort it according to the descriptions in. 
the catalogue. 
The fruit is reafly for 


inspection by 6 a. m. 
Each buyer be-t 
fore going to the auction marks on a 
catalogue the prices he is willing to bid. -.

TRIPOLI IS RECAPTURED 
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ITALIANS 
SLAUGHTERED 


Arabs Celebrating at Tripoli the Feast of Bairam, Whicb Is One of the Sacred- Festivals of 


the Mohammedans, Below- is a Scene in .the Market' Place ,ofTripoli. 


With a detonation that was heard for miles around, the dry 


house of the Trojan Pojxrder Works, near Roberts' Landing, was 
'blown up shortly after midnight. That there were no fatalities was 
due to the fact that no one was near at the time, as the dry house 
was blown to fragments and neighboring buildings shattered. 


In the drying house were 400 pounds of black powder in the 


process of drying. According to Superintendent W. J. H. Kidd an 
electric fan, used in the drying process, must have become over- 
heated and a spark from it ignited the powder. 


When the explosion occurred Engineer James Norman and 


Watchman Mario Passio were in the-engine house, about 200 feet 
distant. This building was badly wrecked, but the men in it es- 
caped injury. 
, 
, 


A magazine containing 4000 pounds of black powder was but 


200 feet from the drying, house, and although shattered by the ex- 
plosion the contents did not ignite. 


Windows in farm houses for a mile around were broken and 


the Southern Pacific tracks, which run on an embankment near the 
Trojan works, were twisted out of place. 


One of the first persons to reach the scene of the disaster was 
Dr. W. A. Qlark of the county in- 
firmary, wh'o happened . to be 
looking in the direction of Rob- 
erts' Landing and saw the flames 
leap into the sky. He hurried to 
the scene in an auto to give aid 
in case anyone had been injured. 


What was left of the wrecked 


drying house was destroyed by 
fire, although most of the'wood- 
en structure was scattered for 
hundreds 
of yards over 
the 


ground. 


The explosion was heard in 


this City, San Jose and else- 
where. 


The loss to the .works is esti- 


mated at $^000. In the daytime 
150 men are employed by the 
Trojan company, but these had 
left the works ait 5 o'clock.

FOUGHT 
BYtfEWlEAGUE 


Referendum lust Adopted Will Be Brought 


Into Play to Urge Recall of Granting 


of Equal Rights to -Women 


•SAN FRANCISCO,

"Woman's Initiative League, an 
or- 


ganization working for the repeal of 
the equal suffrage amendment recent- 
ly passed, and the restoration of the 
former electorate qualification of sex, 
has opened headauarters in San Fran- 
cisco, where It will begin- Itu active 
work at once. 
From this city as a 


center, the women who are Included 
in the league's membership will ex- 
tend their work throughout the state. 


A board of five directors now con- 


trols the policy of the league, but 
the plans as outlined today by Miss 
ICatherlne Croney, in charge of the 
local headquarters, provide for the ul- 
timate enlargement of that board to 
21 members. 


The Initiative League Is to work'out 


• its plan with the aid of the recently 


granted power of Initiative and refer- 
endum, and will begin Immediately to 
secure the signatures of voters neces- 
sary to have the question of restricted 
suffrage submitted to the state at the. 
'presidential 
election 
of 
November 


'next. 
By the first of this week the 


women will have their petitions in 
circulation here and they are count- 
ing on securing 
enough 
signatures 


from San Francisco alone to make 
the submission of the amendment pos- 
sible. 


40,000 NECESSARY. 


According to tha statement Issued 


by the headquarters today the total 
number of signatures necessary will 
be less than 40,000. The amendment 
granting equal suffrage was opposed 
here by a larger vote than that, con- 
sequently tho women are anticipating 
-little or no difficulty in gaining their 
fis-£t point. 
*. The Initiative League hag iriore than 
125 members on its roll at present and 
-the list is increasing daily, according 
to the statement of those in authority. 
Many of the women have volunteered 
to aid in the petition work, • so that 
"the 
result of the campaign in line 
zuay bo gained at once. 
'... As part of its preliminary worlc the 
.Initiative League is sending out ctrcu- 
-.lar letters explaining the reasons for 
-Its objection to the granting of equal 
-suffrage. 
The reasons given include 
'all of those advanced by the oppon- 
'ents during the recent campaign, with 
^emphasis upon the probability of the 
'•withdrawal of those very many cour- 
.tesies and privileges which .men now 
so gladly give them. 


LOOK FOR BIG VOTE. 


'..^ The members of the league have 
Tgrone carefully over the figures re- 
.garding the 'voters in California and. 
have formed their estimate of suc- 
cess In their campaign .on.the suppo- 
sition that the suffragists drew out 
their entire strength in tho recent bat- 
tle for ballots. 
They point to the 


jBmall percentage of votes cast last 
'.time. a.nd figure that in a general 
election where there were candidates 
to be elected as well as amendments 
•voted upon they would draw a very 
•large majority from men who at the 
previous election "were apathetic. Re- 
garding the 500,000 women of voting 
age in California the Initiative League 
members are not fearful. .They claim 


that not more than 17 per cent will 
vote. Grantins*that 11 of the 17 per 
cent vote for suffrage the league mem- 
bers etlll see the triumph' of their 
-measure In the votes of the women, 
who are opposecl to voting. 
They 
realize the slight inconsistency in urg- 
ing women to vote against their right 
to vote, but they feel that the 
end 
justifies the means in this especial 
case. 
Their line of action will be 
through the men. 
"One of the objects of our league 
will be to get women opposed to 
suffrage t6; go out and vote.

GRAND ARMY VETERANS ARE 


ADDRESSED BY KNOWLAND 


Pension Bills Now Pending Discussed 


at Length Before Interested Audience 


by Congressman 


Congressman Joseph R. Knowland 


addressed the local members of the 
G. A. R. and the widows of veterans 
to the number of several hundred In 
Lincoln Hall, Thirteenth street, near 
Washington, last night. ' The subject 
of hla talk was the question of in- 
crease In pensions for veterans of the 
Civil ."War. Only members of the G. 
A. R. and their families were present 
owing to the smallness of the hall. 


" Following the "speech of the evening 
a general discussion of the subject^en- 
•med. 
:-- 
Knowland said: 
"During my seven years' service In 
congress I have never, I am proud to 
say tonight, failed to promptly give at- 
tention to the case of any soldier or 
soldier's widow wh'o has appealed to 
mo In a pension matter. I have .put 
forth greater . efforts perhaps because 
I appreciate that I belong to a gen- 
eration., born since that great struggle 
between<:eectlons of this nation, the 
animosities of which ; contest, thank 
God, are disappearing as the years 
roll by. "With each passing year, how- 
ever, as the ranks of the survivors 
are being decimated there should be 
a growing Inclination on the part of 
the rising generation to even more 
Cully recognize the debt we owe those 
srho made such tremendous sacrifices to 
preserve the Union, thousands being; 
handicapped In the future struggle 
for existence because of the physical 
•jondltlon In which the war left them. 


"Scarcely a. day passes trial there 
Coos not come Into my office some 
veteran whose physical condition is 
such as to arouse my deepest sym- 
pathy and cause me to keenly regret 
that in1 many instances it does not 
lie within my power to attord the 
needed relief. During the past year, 
over 35,000 Civil • "War veterans re- 
sponded to the last call. Age, with its 
Infirmities, Is more deadly than the 
fire of the foe. Frequently on pen- 
sion day, when Congress Is consider- 
ing the file of special bills for In- 
creases for deserving cases, I have 
seen the chairman of the Invalid pen- 
sion committee arise and withdraw 
bills with the otateraent that the bene- 
ficiaries have died while the measures 
(vere pending:. 
"If I am any judge of the sentiment 
prevailing 
In 
congress at the ap- 
proaching session some character of 
bill will pasa glvlngr to the old sol- 
dier a substantial Increase, and my 
vote will be cast and my voice raised 
In an effort to bring this about. Sev- 
eral bills are pending, -the principal 
measures being the 
Sulloway 
bill, 
bearing the name of the former chair- 
man of the committee on Invalid pen- 
sions and the Sherwood bill, intro- 
duced by the present chairman of the 
committee.

"There are now on the pension ro.il 
629,884 survivors of the Civil "War. 
During the war It is estimated that 
the number of individuals In the mili- 
tary and naval service of the United 
States . totale.d . 2,21.3,366. 
No.w,_...only 
about 25 per cent iof these are living. 
The average age - of the survivors is 
now about 70 years. There are 295,- 
707 widows of Civil War veterans upon 
the pension roll. 
These widows, in 
my opinion, should likewise be con- 
sidered when the increases are made. 


Neither the .Sherwood nor Sulloway 
bills provide any increase, I regret to 
state, for these... deservlng...w.idows. 
"Liet us now discuss the provisions 
of these two 
principal 
bills. 
The 
Sherwood bill has been reported fav- 
orably by the committee; on invalid 
pensions and is nowjupon the calen-'' 
dar and will.be acted upon shortly 
after congress convenes ..In December. 
This bill provides that pensions shall 
be paid to Civil War veterans as' fol- 
lows: 
i 
"For a service of 80 days or 
more, and less than six months, 
$15 per month; for a service '.of , 
six months or more^ and less than 
nine months, $20 per month;, for 
a service of nine months or more, 
or less than one ye.ar, $26 per 
month; for a service of one year i .. 
or more, $30 per month. It pro- 
vides further, that, no ~. one 
who 
shall be in receipt of a pension of 
$25 or more ^permonth, shall be 
entitled to admission, or. residence 
In the National Home for Disabled 
Volunteer Solidiers. There is1 an- 
other provision that any soldier 
who was wounded-In battle or-in 
line of duty, and is now unfit for „ 
manual labor, through causes not 
due to his own vicious habits, or 
who from disease or other causes 
Incurred in line of duty result- 
Ing in his disability now to p'er.- 
form manual labor, shall receive 
$30 a month without regard to 
length of service. 
Under 
this 
Sherwod bill no one" shall be en- 
titled to a pension under the act 
who Is in receipt^ of :an annual 
net income of $1000 Tor more, ex- 
clusive of any pension he may re- 
ceive. Rank in the service is not 
to be considered. 


"The Sulloway bill differs from the 
Sherwood, measure In that It' > bases 
the rate of pension upon age Instead 
of service. Under this bill a veteran 
who has reached the age of 62 years 
received $15 per month; at the' age 
of 65 years, $20 per-month; $25 at 
70 years, and $36 per month at 75 
years or over. Length of service In 
the Sulloway -bill is as now provided 
under existing laws. 
"I, am rather inclined to think that 
under present conditions' the ;: Sher- 
wood bill will be the one that will 
pass the house;' ,:It will then go to 
the senate. 
Which, of the two bills 
.that body wlir favor I am unable to 
state. Possibly a measure embodying 
features of both may finally _ become 
a law. 
My purpose Is to le'arn the 
sentiment of the \ old soldiers :df'my 
district and act accordingly, aiid if .1 
cannot obtain alL-ydu ask r am gplng 
to be practical and vote for the meas- 
ure which appears to be most likely 
to finally, pasa and mako a substantial 
increase over the present rates." 
In the dis ussion following the ad- 
dress partisans among the .veterans 
present favored the endorsement: of 
the two pension bills under considera- 
tion. 
After several short talks had 
been made, General R. G. O'Brien 
proposed .the endorsement ., of 
the 
Sherwood" bill, which was later amend- 
ed on motion of Col. >J. .W. Dutton to 
read that the local members of the 
G. A. R. leave the entire matter of 
their interests In the hands of Con- 
gressman Knowland, knowing that, he 
would properly regard those Interests;.

and Drug Fiends Into In- 


sane Asylums. - 


Since the passage of the --recent act 
making It possible to consign habitual 
users of drugs and liquors to-state insti- 
tutions for medical treatment, abrogating 
the old custom of sentencing drunks and 
drug fiends to servo sentences in city 
prisons, over a score of Oakland recidiv- 
ists have been sent away for treatment by 
'the local police, department. As a conse- 
quence the number of habitual prisoners 
in the city jail is considerably decreased. 
In the past it has been the custom to 


send the persistent "repeaters" . among 
the drunkards and drug users to jail for 
periods of 15 to 50 days on the rpck pile 
and in the quarry. The treatment has 
been an expense to the city, and tbe pris- 
oners have come forth with their thirst 
for liquor or craving for drugs'undlmin- 
Ished. 
Realizing . that tho condition of these 
people •was largely pathological rathe" 
than criminal,, the legislature passod an 
act by which the courts were empowered 
to Investigate the cases, and where habit- 
ual use of narcotics or. stimulants could 


be proved, to. consign them to asylums for 
curative treatment.'

women are among the drug .users.

He was ndt con- 
sidered to have a chance in'the cpntest for postmas- 
ter. He saw Cleveland personally at the request of 
the latter through a mutual friend. 
The Preside'nt 


perceived the merit of the man in an instant and gave 
him the job before he left Washington for home. In 
this matter, Cleveland surprised a lot of California 
Democrats, who thought they were on the inside, as 
much as he did .when he gave John H. Wise-the col-' 
Icctorship of the port and General John T. Cary of 
Sacramento the Federal district attorneyship. At the' 
, time, many gave the 'late ..Stephen J. Field, then an 
Associate Justice of the United States Supreme Court, 
the credit-for these three appointments by Cleveland. 
This was .not the case. Field wanted other men. Cary 
was his second choice for district attorney. 
Bryan 


Was a credit to the city as its postmaster. 
<5 


. In after years^- he was one of the most faithful 


followers of:William Jennings Bryan. Like 
many 


others, he would rather follow Bryan in defeat than 
an opponent in success. And, as was and still is the 
case with many, he was wont to look upon Bryan as 
the greatest leader of a minority,that ever lived. 


Williams as a thirty-day Senator attracted con- 


siderable notice from the.Eastern press, which at first 
looked upon him as another freak millionaire solon 
who had come out of the West like Fair'and Sharon 
from Neva'da and Taber from Colorado. It was even 
hinted that like.the latter he spent a small fortune on 
silk night gowns elaborately embroidered, all of 
which, of course, was not. true. 


Williams, like most, other people in this world, 


was not brilliant and while a successful business man 
was by no means a millionaire. His term was too 


, short for him to accomplish anything 
within 
the 


limits of his capacity. He was a dyed-in-the-wool 
Republican and got the.glory of a thirty-day Sena- 
tcrship because he was at the time strong and active 
in the councils of the party in this State. He helped 
make his partner in business, the late General W. H'. 
Dimond, superintendent of the branch 
mint" here. 


Afterwards in an effort to nominate Dimond for the 
.Governorship he failed.

Out of this first payment, 
the English authorities took all of his share of the 
inheritance tax due the government on account of him 
being a foreigner. How much" money the'baron "had 
to pay in this way is not given out by him, but it was 
sufficient for him to grumble at what he deems the 
rapacity of the British tax collectors..„The London 
Von Schroeder left an estate valued at eleven mil- 
lions of dollars, a million going to charity, a fourth 
of the remainder to a favorite nephew and a similar 
amount to a surviving brother. The baron in this city 
was willed half a million anil is now said to be re- 
ceiving .as a first payment under that legacy a sum 
equal to, a:third of it.

"hammered'down" in order to more readily and cer- 
tainly accomplish their purchase. 


While not knowing it to be a fact, I rather i suspect

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Prohibition and the Exposition. 


The Riverside Press says it wonl.d be a benefit to the Panama- 


PaciGc Exposition to absolutely prohibit* the sale of liquor in San 
'Francisco while the fair is being held. It believes, or professes to 
'believe, that the exposition .would prosper financially if 'no liquor 
were allowed to be sold on the grounds or in the city. The Press 
vmay-really believe what it says, but it cannot make any person who 
has seen anything* of great international expositions agree to its 
icontentson. The exposition would lose millions of direct revenue 
"by forbidding the sale of liquor. How would the loss be compen-. 
isated? From what source would the loss be made good? Not'from,, 
increased attendance, for the attendance would, be more likely to 
,'fafl off than to increase. Not from the sale of concessions, because 
the number of concessions would diminish, hot increase. 


To support its contention our Riverside contemporary points to 


#fe conditions which prevailed in San Francisco during the;;period 
the eale of liquor was prohibited after the great fire. San Francisco 
was not then holding an International exposition nor carrying on 
/the commercial activities of a great city. The entire business dis^ 
''trict was in rains, business, was suspended, trade and travel had 
teased, and the mass of the city's inhabitants were subsisting1 on 
lfood supplies contributed by other communities. The supreme 
necessity of the hour was the restoration of order.and the" resump- 
tion of normal business activities. The saloons were arbitrarily 
closed while the restoration was in progress, but the moment 4'he 
'exigency had passed they were reopened. 
- 


To point to that temporary and abnormal condition as a proof 


ithat the Panama-Pacific Exposition would • profit by-forbidding the 
'sale of liquor on the grounds and in the city is ludicrously absurd.. 
There is no parallel. The circumstances are so utterly dissimilar 
'that they cannot even be brought into relation. No deduction can 
;be drawn from the one case that will apply to -the other. 


If the Press takes the position that the liquor traffic should be 


prohibited regardless of consequences, it.is upon fairly debatable 
Aground. Its argument is coherent and understandable. :"Bii£ when! 
'it makes the assertion that it will financially benefit an international 


, exposition to forbid the sale of liquor entirely, it becomes ridiculous 
sand talks at random. Its assertion is disproved by every lesson of 
Ihuman experience. It is an example of talking through a hat "to 
bolster up a theory which flouts business sagacity. The Press, does 
not like to say that it prefers prohibition to the success of the expo- 
sition, hence it throws out an assertion that is childishly absurd. 


Put San Francisco under prohibition and the exposition will be 


;a disastrous1failure financially. But the Riverside paper is not will- 
jng to admit that. It wants prohibition established in San Fran- 
cisco, but defies common sense by arguing that it will not hurt the 
exposition. 


It seems to have become the regular thing to put the Legislature 


'through a rehearsal before allowing it to perform in .public.? Each 
performer—beg pardon, member—is instructed'in his lines and cues 
to guard against mistakes. Legislation is a personally-conducted 
affair nowadays, hence the Legislature,-.is not required to deliberate. 
Indeed there is no need for it to think. 


Apple-Growing In Souther® California. 


The San Bernardino News and the Riverside Press-rather noisily 


remind THE TRIBUNE that a few good apples are grown south 
of Tehachapi. That is all right, but there is no occasion to insinu- 
ate that this paper has ever stated to the contrary. On several oc- 
icasions THE TRIBUNE has stated that excellent apples are pro- 
'duced in small quantities in the elevated valleys of the San Bernar- 
dino range. But for all that Southern California is not an apple 
country and never will be. The 'spots in which apples can be suc- 
cessfully grown to a profit are few and the territory exceedingly' 
;Jmited. 


And all the apples bearing the Southern California label are not 


grown in that section. The writer recalls that when he was in Los 
'Angeles three years ago, one of the leading hotels had choice Wat- 
sonville belleflowera placarded "San Berriar'dino apples." 


The better way is to foe fair and honest in such matters. Only 


a few days ago one of the San Bernardino papers jeered through a 
column at oranges grown in Butte county. The article hooted at 
the idea that really good oranges can be produced as far north as 
Sacramento. Yet it is an easily demonstrable fact that oranges 
of the very finest quality are grown in Sacramento, Placer, ,Yolo, 
Yuba, Butte and Colusa counties, and in no inconsiderable quan- 
tities, either. 


All those counties produce pears and stone fruits in profusion 


and excellent apples. But the Southern California papers are un- 
willing to admit that they produce good! oranges and lemons. While 
denying that Central California can grow oranges successfully, they 
set up the absurd claim that Southern California is an apple country, 
and complain because the newspapers published in this section do 
not acknowledge the claim. Thus a groundless claim is boastfully 
set up as a basis for the charge of unfairness. 


Nevertheless it is true that apples of excellent quality can be 


grown in some of the mountain valleys of Southern California, and 
some are grown. To this fact we cheerfully bear testimony, con- 
sidering that every section of the State, should be given its just due. 
Notwithstanding this acknowledgement, truth compels the state- 
ment that apple-growing is not an, industry :of consequence in the ex- 
treme southern counties, nor will it ever be. Climatic conditions 
forbid. Still apple-growing can be made successful in a few locali- 
ties.

The 
trade and resources of Morocco will now be 'developed and a pros- 
perous civilization once more established in that once fruitful and 
fertile land. Germany gets a malarious, fever-smitten territory in 
the Congo in returnrfor retiring from Agadir, but she did not get it 
without conceding what she had twice interfered to prevent France

explosion which .killed 107 ofacers and 
men, tho wreck of the cruiser Jean Bart 
off the African coast, gun explosions on 
two cruisers and a school ship by which' 
twenty-five were killed, and an explosion 
which cost the lives of nine of th& crew 
of a torpedo . boat. 
Twenty-seven wera 


killed by ths submersion of the subma- 
rine Pluvipse last year. 


Measured by its cost of life and prop- 


erty, the French navy on a peace foot- 
ing has recently been only less expenslvo 
than wa,r, and the fact will serve to 
give a new-^appreciation of the burden 
to a nation of a modern naval armament, 
maintained. on the specious pretext of 
preserving, peace.—New York World.

EDITOR TELLS WHY 


IN LONG INTERVIEW 


Problem of Marketing Was One 


That Has Been; • 


Overcome. 


SPOKANE, Wash., 
Nov. 
4.—Closely 
linked with the rapid and substantial de- 
velopment of Irrigation projects in the 
west and the southwest is the success 
of lumbering In the Pacific northwest. 
The Industry owes and always will owe 
more to reclamation. of land by scien- 
tific methods .than to: any other single 
contributing f actor ;in ' the progress and 
expansion of its natural market territory. 
This view was 'expressed by George M. 
Cornwall, editor and publisher of the 
Timberman of Portland, Oregon, In the 
course of an interview during his stay in 
Spokane. 
Continuing he said: 
.. 
"A study of the.country east and west 
of the continental divide and south of 
the International 
boundary, 
embracing 
the great states of North Dakota, South 
Dakota, Nebraska, 
Kansas, 
Colorado, 
Wyoming, Utah, Idaho, Montana, Oregon, 
Washington, California, Nevada, Arizona, 
New 
Mexico, 
Oklahoma and 
Texas, 
makes one realize the enormous extent 
of the territory In which, at least in part, 
Irrigation Is and always must remain tha 
dominant factor In its ultimate develop- 
ment and growth. 


MARKETING PROBLEM. 
"To the lumbermen operating in Mon- 
tana, Idaho, Washington, Oregon - and 
California, who produced 
nwra 
than 
8,000,000,000 feet of lumber In 1910, the 
difficulty of finding a market for their 
lower products of lumber has always 
been s. problem which 
has 
mitigated 
against the highest development ot the 
Industry. 
This condition, can only be 
overcome by enlarging tho home mar- 
ket. 
Conservative lumbering is depen- 
dent entirely upon freight rates. 
The 
cost of transportation must ever hear a 
relative significance to the value.of the 
article to be marketed, or the traffic 
will not move freely. Hence, the western 
lumber interests, If they hope to be 
successful, must lend every assistance to 
building up and creating a home market 
[or their common grades 
of lumber, 
which approaches 80 per cent of the tree. 
"Despite the enormity Of the territory 
covered by Colorado, Wyoming, North 
Dakota, South Dakota, - Utah, Montana, 
Idaho, Washington, Oregon, California, 
Nevada, Arizona, New Mexico and other 
states, the natural zono in which west- 
ern lumber should find its chief distri- 
bution, nature has decreed that the thirs- 
ty and productive soil must first be wa- 
tered before settlement and its conse- 
quent demand for lumber Is possible, ex- 
cept on a very limited scale. ...Thus;., the 
Intimate relationship between .Irrigation 
and the lumber industry of the west Is 
easily discernible. 
.. 
"But what particular Interest does the 
cause or irrigation bear to-tho.great pro- 
ducers of lumber lying south of the Ohio 
river, and why should they have lent 
their assistance through their represen- 
tatives in Congress to the. passage of 
tho Borah measure? 
"The lumber Interests of the west :and 
south lent their assistance to the pas- 
sage of this constructive legislation, pro- 
viding for- an Issue of 520,000,000 certlfl-. 
cates to complete the national Irrigation 
projects, numbering more ;than 20. They 
were not entirely unselfish In their ad- 
vocacy of the measure. 
"Here again is where enlightened self- 
ishness controls. The lumbermen of the. 
west, finding a limited demand for their 
steadily increasing output in'their nat- 
ural marketing zone Invaded the yellow 
pine territory lying west of the» Rocky 
mountains. -The ox of the southern lum- 
berman was being gored. The western 
lumberman had to make a price at wmcn 
his product would move in competition 
with tha Southern product. 
- -• 


SELF PROTECTION. 


"At a Blance the lumbermen, as far 
south as Florida, realized that the only 
possible chance for escape from well- 
nigh ruinous competition from fee great, 
lumbering .possibilities -of the west at- 
tracted such mem as J. B. White, presl-j 
dent of the National Conservation Con-, 
press and southern lumber operator; B.J. 
A Long of Kansas City, also a power In 
southern pine interests, and other lum- 
bermen to throw their strength in beha f 
of the cause of Irrigation. It was self 
protection. 
It meant , a larger market 
lor southern yellow plus, not only by 
possibly checking th« aggressions of their 
western neighbors, but In Texas, Cpl- 
rado, Wyoming, New Mexico and Ne- 
braska, where they were already doing 
business, and where national Irrigation 
oroieots were being developed. 
"Today, but for the results which have 
accrued • from the development 'of 
the 
west and southwest from irrigation, the 
market for western lumber would have- 
been much less than it Is. Without Ir- 
rigation there would scarcely be a foot 
of lumber sold in many valleys of Wash- 
ington and Idaho except for an occa- 
sional 
ranchman's 
shanty. 
California 
alone Imported from the states of Ore- 
gon and Washington by cargo 1,3000,000,- 
000 feet of lumber in 1010. The bulk of 
this lumber was consumed within the 
state, or a portion reshipped to Nevada, 
Arizona end New Mexico. It Is safe to 
say that without irrigation In the states 
mentioned probably less than 10 per cent 
of this lumber would have' been con- 
sumed. 
This vast amount of lumber 
represents only a portion of the lumber 
consumed in the states mentioned. . 
"Intensified farming, made possible by 
Irrigation, is the mainstay of the west- 
ern lumbermen. 
"When tha country is 
settled in small farms and orchards the 
consumption of lumber per 
capita 
Is 
large obviously. 
The reverse is true 
where wheat raising or stock farming 
predominates. 
• 
- 
"Irrigation makes possible tho highest 
utilization of the trae, by providing a 
home market •within zones where .trans- 
portation charges are not prohibitive. It 
creates a steady and increasing demand 
for lumber, hence the Jombermen should 
give liberally of their substance to- pro- 
mote in every'way possible fl. broad and 
comprehensive national and: state policy 
In dealing with either .public or private 
Irrigation. Irrigation 'Is the handmaiden 
E 
f lumbering. The irrlgationlst and Jum- 
erman roust work together. 
"The National Lumber Manufacturers' 
Association should take a foremost-place 
Bt every session of tha National Irriga- 
;on Congress, especially the convention 
'n Chicago, December o to 9, and' lend 
,ts influence, which ramifies to every 
state In the Union, in behalf of the cause 
of Irrigation, to which the lumber indus- 
try of the northwest, in many Instances,'

T^KIN, Nov. 4.—Is China about to 


:«iro,Tp off the imperial yoke? The phe- 
nomenal success of the present revolution 
would indicate that such lg the case. Tho 
southern part of the Empirs Is practically 
<Jn the hands of the rebels, .and many of 
the Inhabitants of the other sections are 
only atvaitlngr the approach of the victo- 
rious rebels to declare their allegiance. 


The situation is the most serious that 
[has ever confronted the present govorn- 
!ment. 
The revolutionary , movement 


•well organized and apparently has plenty 
of funds. 
The government, on the other 


jhand IB not only handicapped by a short- 
'oge of funds but also by serlousdisaf- 
;fectlon existing among '"'the troops. 
A 


'large portion are only -waiting for xhe op- 
portunity to Join tho revolutionists. 
. The orderly manner in which the rebel 
leaders have conducted their campaign 
has aroused tho admiration of tho various 
'Powers, ond ' so long as ;they continue 
elong the present lines, there Is not likely 
to be any outside interference.' 


"While the present uprising was direct- 


ly due to tho opposition of the people to 
the terms of tho enormous railway loans 
negotiated by the government, it was but 
the outgrowth of a disaffection that has 
•existed for ccnturlesee, but wiiich. has only 
•become formidable within the past de- 
cade, owing to the introduction of west- 
ern civilization into tho Mongolian Em- 
pire. 


* RULING HOUSE OF EMPIRE. 


j The'Manchus. the ruling house of the 
.Empire, have governed- China with 
Iron hand for three hundred years. They 
won the throne by conquest, and have 
retained It by the same method. 


When they came Into power more than 
three hundred years ago, their first act 
wa& to vote themselves into all the posi- 
tions of authority "and establish an "up- 
;per" class which through three hundred 
years of reign, has assumed an autocratic 
attitude toward the less fortunate Chi- 
nese. The Manchus rule the courts, leVj 
tribute from the rich and employ bands of 
assassins who "put away".all who oppose 
:thelr edicts. Tha Empire is rotten with 
political corruption. The taking of bribes 
is an honored and expected odjunct to 
office. 
The wealth of the country has 


been viewed simply as a means of p&r- 
eonal exploitation by those at the head 01! 
Chinese affairs. 


It Is here that the first trouble- arose. 


The land grants to foreign countries, the> 
Incursion of Europe and wealth and the 
bands of foreign engineers nnd workmen 
that arrived to work the country, moved 
tho' people to voice their disapproval. In 
many cases the foreign concessions were 
of' real beneilt to tho Chinese, but with 
hundreds of years of graft as a criterion, 
disintegration of their land for the per- 
eonal benefit of "grafters." 


\ 
'DISSATISFACTION FOSTERED. 


The dissatisfaction -was fostered by a 


society of "young Chinese" which has 
been steadily growing- In strength, since 
the unsuccessful revolutionary movement 
about fifteen years ago. Then came tho 
flood and famine In tho Yang-tse, with 
its creation of marauding bands; , tho 
coalition of these bands and their pro- 
nounced revolt against tlie Manchus. \ 


The- revolutionists could scarcely have 


chosen a more propitious time for their 
denouement. The Chinese empire Is po- 
litically demoralized and the revolution 
wil£ either turn bio tho Manchu dynasty 
like a card house In a gale, or some strong 
'men will be developed and the straggle 
-will be prolonged, perhaps, for years.
